The amendment filed on May 5, 2005 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn 
to a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention 
because newly added claims 46-48 are drawn to a method employing active methodological steps which are distinct fi*om the active 
methodological steps employed by the previously examined elected invention. The method of newly added claims 46-48 comprises 
adding a hydrophobized amylopectin starch to a starch solution wherein the amylopectin starch is a root or tuber starch, or derivative 
thereof, conrq}rising at least 95 wt%. of amylopectin based on dry substance of the starch. Adding a hydrophobized amylopectin 
starch to a starch solution is the only recited active methodological step, while the elected invention is drawn to a process for 
increasing the associative behavior of a starch comprising attaching a hydrophobic substituent to the starch by esterification or 
etherification wherein the starch is a root or tuber starch, or derivative thereof wherein said starch is fi-om a plant that has been 
genetically modified to have reduced amylose content, comprising at least 95% amylopectin based on the dry substance of the starch 
and wherein the reaction utilizes a hydrophobic reagent comprising an alkyl having 7-24 carbon atoms.
